Philadelphia, April 9—One of tho 


large buildings in the League Island 
navy yard, containing the saw mill, 
joiner shop and pattern shop, was al- 
most entirely destroyed by fire early 
today.

Many pat 
terns for the equipment of vessels o 
the navy ,were burned and they wil 
be difficult to replace.

the building and was destroyed. Tho 
Kansas was to have been placed In 
commission within a few days, and It 
is thought that the loss of the furni- 
ture will delay the ceremony.

change. The ambassador said he rec- 
ognized the important place Presby- 
terianism occupied In the hearts of 
millions 
of good 
Americans.

particular faith, he said, had done 
more to uplift the populace o£ Scot- 
land than any other religion. 


"In this country," he added. "Pres- 


byterianism has 
grown -widely and 


powerfully.

that the faith carries with it reserve, 
ilignity and sincerity."

Many bleaches, stron;.; enough to be 


effectual for removing facial blem- 
ishes, do it by removing the outer cu- 
ticle. 
The discoloration is seldom 


drawn through the pores or top skin, 
as some seem to think, but with more 
or less severity the top skin is taken 
oft until a clear or white one appears. 
The tendency of this kind of thing Is, 
naturally, to make the flesh coarse in 
texture, at the same time rendering it 
tender, as it is new and unaccllmated, 
as it were. 


With this understanding then, I am 


going to give today-a few bleaches 
that are among tho lenst harmful if 
not the least powerful, but they do 
not "peel." 


The tv.'o best known bleaches are 


mercurial compositions and arsenic, 
both poisons If taken internally, and 
each so strong that it! should be ap- 
plied carefully. 
Yet if the quality of 


the materials used in compounding 
the lotions is of. the best, and they 
arc made by reliable chemists the pre- 
parations are less apt to do harm than 
some others that seem simpler. 1 can- 
not too strongly Impress the fact that 
tho mixing should be done by those 
who will handle the drugs properly 
and have the right vessels to work in. 
An amateur has not for this sort of 
compound. 


A general clearer tor the complex- 


Ion that has arsenic for tho basis Is 
made of four grains of finely powder- 
ed arsenlous acid, one ounce of pure 
rose water, one ounce of Price's gly- 


tle quite dry. Otherwise decomposi- 
tion sets in. 
This bleach is wiped 


over the fact not oftener than twice a 
day. 
If taken internally, it is poison- 


ous, and the bottle should be marked 
to indicate the dangerous ingredients. 


A combination of almonds and mer- 


cury is an old one that has cleansing 
and bleaching properties. It is made 
of one ounce of Jordan almonds 
blanched, three drams of bitter al- 
monds, one pint of distilled water and 
fifteen grains of coarsely powdered 
bichloride of mercury. 


Into half a pint of water put the 


mercury, a glass or china vessel being 
used. 
The other half pint ot -water 


is taken for making an emulsion with 
the almonds, a pestle and mortar be- 
ing necessary. When the nuts are re- 
duced to as fine a powder as they can 
be tho emulsion is strained and the 
mercury solution is gradually added. 
This done, enough water to make a 
pint should be added. 


This is used like the two already 


given, wiped over the skin and allow- 
ed to dry on. It is thought specially 
good for old freckles and like (he 
other two will clear stains oft the face 
or neck. And it will also help to euro 
the holes left by old pimples. 


The three lotions are the founda- 


tions ot most of the beauty-washes 
put on ihe market, but a woman 
would do better to use one ot these, 
always with the understanding that 
he does not prepare them herself, 
s'or should she patronize a second 
ilass chemist for tho work.

A green goose from three to four months old Is a great deli- 


cacy and is cooked like a game bird without stuffing. 
Season 


inside and out with salt and pepper, put half a white onion 
inside to absorb any strong taste, dredge the outside with flour 
and roast in a hot oven for about an hour. Serve with boiled 
•white o:;ions and apple sauce. For an older goose, and even so 
It. should not be more than a year old, you may use the time 
honored stuffing of potatoes a.nd sage. 


Having thoroughly cleaned and washed the bird in soda 


water, remove all the'fat that can be reached from under the 
skin or inside. This may be saved and fried out to use later 
for goose grease. To make the stuffing boil for twenty minutes 
or half an hour a half do?.pn potatoes. Peel and mash, adding 
to them a tablespooiiful salt, a teaspoonful pepper, a tea=poonfui 
powdered *age and two tnblespoonfuls white onions minced ami 
fried yellow in butter. Mix these ingredients lightly together, 
then btad with two tablespoonfuls melted Inittsr. Season the 
goose on the inside with salt and pepper, stuff and truss. Dredge 
with salt and pepper and a liberal allowance of flour. Dry 
on a rack in a dripping pan and put Into an extra hot oven to 
roast. As soon as it begins to color pour a pint of boiling 
water under the rack and begin basting the fowl. Basto and 
dredge with flour every flf feen min«tos. nnd cook fully two hours. 
When -well done and thoroughly browned put on a hot platter. 
Skim off the fat in the dripping pan. stir in a tablospoonfiil flnur, 
then arid a cupful hot water or stork to make the gravy. Strain 
and swe. A 'dish of tart apple sauce always goes with roast 
goose.

A narrow ruffle 
of white lawn or one of material like 
garment will look equally well and 
wear much better than lace insertion. 


If an apron of. this kind is worn an

of New Street Into 


Bloomingdale. 


Residents of the western portion of 


the city, familiarly known as "Ne- 
braska," have Inaugurated a move- 
ment to secure the opening of a new 
street leading Into the Bloomingdale 
district to the north of that section, 
and a petition is now being circulated 
asking for a tunnel beneath the Nickel 
Plate railroad tracks and yards to ac- 
complish this end. 


It is pointed out that at present 


there are but two streets leading Irom 
Nebraska into the Bloomingdale sec- 
tion. One of these Is Runlon avenue, 
at the extreme western end of the 
city, and the other is Van Buren 
street, but a square west of Broad- 
way and several squares east of the 
river bridge, which is generally re- 
garded as the eastern limits ot the 
Nebraska district. 
To reach either 


of these outlets, the majority of peo- 
ple who have occasion to visit the 
northern part of the city must go, far 
out of their way. 


The plan at first under considera- 


tion contemplated the tunneling of 
the Nickel Plate right-of-way at Cher- 
ry street to reach St. Mary's avenue, 
but it Is pointed out that this would 
necessitate the construction ot a tun- 
nel something like four hundred feet 
in length. It is noxv said that a tun- 
nel at Osago street is regarded with 
more favor, and canvassers are at 
•work securing the signatures of prop- 
erty holders to a petition asking the 
city council to move toward securing 
the Improvement.

There is an entire absence of 
cross line work in the shading of the 
letters and in the medallions contain- 
ing the portraits of Lewis and Clarke.
